1. Prior to November 1951, a Polish armor unit was quartered in the National- 
politische Erziehungsanstalt at the northwestern edge of Stuhm (Sztun, 
Q 5L/D 77). Source remembered threc threc-story brick buildings, about 0 
meters long; one two-story canteen building; and one wooden tank shed, about 
50 meters long. Early 1951, a fuel dump was built into s slope just west of 
the installation comprising a container, about 10 meters long and about 2.5 
meters in diameter which was in a deep concrete pit. In November 1951, the 
diggine of a another pit to store barrels was started. In late 195C, an 
ammunition dump, about 3 meters wide and 10 meters lonr, was built about 100 
meters northwest of the quarters. Source saw that boxes containing infantry 
and tank anmunit'on were stored in this dump: 


2. The soldiers of the unit wore bluish grey uniforms, black collar patches 
_ and black cap bands and no service insignia. Prior to the completion of the 
tank shed, 12 tanks, which comrades of source stated were T-~3) tanks, stood 
in the vard. Their puns projected far beyond the bow and had no muzzle pral-es.2

3. Prior to late Uctober 1951, a WOP unit of unidentified strength was qurtered 
in an old four-story bullding, about 30 meters long, which was about 200 
meters southeast of the railroad station. The soldiers wore green service color 
on caps and collar patches and were armed with pistols, rifles, and submachine 
guns with drum magazine. Source learned from a soldier of this unit that its 
regimental headquarters was in Naugard (Nowogard, O 54/0 86).2
